With the passing of Sir William Osier, on 
December 29, 1919, this Journal loses its Senior 
Editor and one of its founders. During the twelve 
and a half years of its existence he has been in¬ 
defatigable in encouraging its growth, shaping its 
policy, and smoothing out its difficulties. 

At the time of his arrival in England, in 1905, 
some physicians in this country wishing to start 
a Journal on the present lines, recognized how great 
would be the value of his support, and approached 
him on the subject. At a preliminary meeting Osier 
suggested the formation of an Association of Physicians 
of Great Britain and Ireland, and as a result of 
this meeting both the Association and the Journal 
were founded. 

As a delegate of the Clarendon Press Sir William 
Osier was instrumental in securing its assistance in 
the publication of the Journal, and the Editors 
gratefully acknowledge the far-sighted and liberal 
aid of the late Mr. Charles Cannan, Secretary to the 
Delegates, which has contributed so greatly to its 
success. 

Under a deep sense of personal loss, the sur¬ 
viving Editors, all of whom have been associated with 
Osier from the foundation of the Journal, feel that 
in thus setting forth the debt which this Journal 
owes to him, they add one more to his many claims 
to grateful remembrance by all who have at heart 
the progress of medicine.
